To Sumner L. Hart, a constable in the Town of Willi- 
mantic, County of Piscataquis and State of Maine, 
GREETING: 


In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the 
Town of Willimantic, qualified by law to vote in town 
affairs to meet at Town hall in said Town on the 19th 
day of March, 1934 at ten o’clock in the forenoon to 
act on the following articles, to wit:

Art. 12. To see if the town will elect one member 
of the municipal board of mothers’ aid.for a term of 
three years. 

Art. 18. To choose all other town officers for the 
ensuing year. 

Art. 14. To see if the town will grant and raise 
such sums of money as may be necessary for the main- 
tenance and support of schools, and the poor, repairs 
of roads and bridges, and to defray all other town 
charges for the ensuing year.

Report of Superintendent of 
Schools 


To the School Committee and Citzens of Willimantic: 

I submit herewith my annual report as your superin- 
tendent of schools. In a system of education like ours 
the schools essentially belong to the citizens in each 
municipality. Every citizen should have personal 
knowledge regarding the situation in the public schools 
and I assume that every one welcomes suggestions as 
to means for maintaining public support for the educa- 
tional activities in his community. In this report I 
shall mention briefly conditions relating to schools to- 
gether with suggestions as to needs of the schools in 
your town. 

This year the average of the school rates for the 
state is .01087 while the average of the municipal rates 
is .048. The school rate for the town of Willimantic 
is .00791 while the municipal rate is .058. These 
figures show that 22.7% of the money raised by the 
state is used for maintaining public schools. In the 
town of Willimantic 18.6 per cent of the money you 
raised last March was to be used for school purposes. 
These percentages pertain to the funds raised by the 
town and not to the expenditures. These rates also 
show that the school rate for the town of Willimantic 
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is 27% below the average of the school rates for the 
state while the municipal rate for the town is 20% 
above the average of the municipal rates for the state. 
The school rate for the town for this year is about 
30% below the school rate for last year. This, of 
course, is due to the rather large reductions made in 
your school appropriations last spring. 


; SCHOOL PROGRESS 


This school year opened in September with the same 
teachers assigned to the three schools. The school 
enrollment for this year is only thirty-five which is a 
little lower than the enrollment for last year. There 
is an advantage in retaining the same teachers in that 
we can start the new school year with teachers who 
are acquainted with the pupils and familiar with the 
program of the schools. I find that the schools of the 
town are being maintained at a reasonable standard 
of efficiency. Many of the boys and girls who go from 
the schools of the town to some high or secondary 
school attain excellent rank in the school. 

Some changes have been made in textbooks during 
the year and it is the plan to continue making changes 
in textbooks during the coming school year. These 
changes in textbooks seem necessary in order to have 
books that conform better to the present state course 
of study. Last September we started a new method of 
reading, called the New Path to Reading. This method 
seems to present an easier approach to reading than 
the method we have been using. This new method was 
started in all of the schools in this union and the re- 
sults so far have been very satisfactory. I think the 
program we plan for the schools is being carried for- 
ward very satisfactory. Much can yet be done to 
better school conditions, but plans for improvements 
will depend largely upon funds we can have for ma- 
terial and equipment. 
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HIGH SCHOOL TUITION 


There are eleven pupils from the town now attend- 
ing some high or secondary school and whose tuitions 
are being paid by the town. Very likely the number to 
attend for next year will be as large if not larger. 
About five hundred dollars will be required for tuition 
needs before any funds will be received from the state. 
There is just a small sum now unexpended. It seems 
that quite a large sum should be raised at this meet- 
ing for high school tuitions. Provision should be made 
so that all tuition bills can be paid promptly. 


SCHOOL FUNDS 


In making up the Financial Statements for the year 
just closing I find that the amounts being carried for- 
ward to the ensuing year are much smaller than the 
amounts ws usually carry forward. You know that 
much smaller appropriations were made last spring 
for the different school purposes. In view of the fact 
that there has been a distinct betterment in the busi- 
ness situation since last spring it does not seem that 
we can reasonably expect that any further reductions 
can be made in school expenditures or that it will be 
possible to consider any further reductions in appro- 
priations for school purposes. Wages are being ad- 
vanced in many lines of endeavor. The matter of 
_raising the wages depends upon ‘appropriations made 
by the voters of the town. In making estimates as 
to costs for school needs for the ensuing year it is only 
fair that they be made with the idea that we must 
plan for some increases in school expenditures. 

The cost of many things we need for the schools has 
advanced since last spring. The prices of textbooks 
change very little. Hence we may expect that the cost 
of textbooks will remain about the same. At least I 
do not look for any immediate advance in the price of 
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textbooks. The cost of school supplies, especially 
most ‘all kinds of paper, has advanced at least one 
fourth. As it does not seem possible to cut down on 
the quantity needed, it will be necessary to raise more 
money for school supplies in order to meet any in- 
crease in the cost. 


INSURANCE AND REPAIRS 


The insurance policy for the No. 3 school house was 
renewed during the year. Sometime this coming year 
the policies on the other two school houses must be 
renewed. You will find an adequate sum recommend- 
ed for insurance, unless you wish to increase the 
amount of insurance on these two buildings. 

Only a small sum was used during the year for re- 
pairs about the school buildings. Most of the sum ex- 
pended was for paint and labor painting woodwork in 
the schoolroom of the No. 2 building. I think you 
should raise money so that we may plan to fix, dur- 
ing the coming summer, the shed at the No. 3 school 
building. Although we have tried to fix this twice 
without good results, I think we should make one 
more try at it. The matter as to what you will plan 
to do at the No. 2 school building is one for you to 
decide at the time of your town meeting. <A _ small 
sum is needed each year for general repairs and fix- 
tures. It is very doubtful if the small sum now avail- 
able will be all that will be needed during the year.
